SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 

O  F 

THE  LADIES'  UNION  AID  SOCIETY. 


A  year  has  elapsed  since  we  introduced  our  First  Annual  Report  with 
ascriptions  of  grateful  praise  to  Him  from  whom  cometh  every  good 
gift. 

On  this  the  second  anniversary  of  the  Society,  the  Board  of  Managers 
( rejoice  that  they  are  permitted  to  report,  to  the  praise  and  glory  of  His 
grace,  that  the  past  year  has  been  to  our  Institution  a  year  of  prosperity, 
temporal  and  spiritual. 

Our  undertaking  can  no  longer  be  regarded  in  the  light  of  an  experi- 
ment. The  great  object  for  which  the  Society  was  organized  and  incor- 
porated has  been  proved  to  be  practicable.  A  Home,  limited  indeed  in 
extent,  has  been  provided  for  aged  and  infirm  members  of  our  Church,  and 
as  many  as  we  could  accommodate  have  availed  themselves  of  its  pri- 
vileges. Our  family,  during  the  past  year,  has  averaged  thirty;  and  a 
visit  to  the  Institution,  which  is  open  at  all  reasonable  hours  to  those  who 
wish  to  inspect  it,  will  dispel  the  doubts  of  the  most  sceptical:  while  to 
witness  the  cheerfulness  and  contentment  which  reign  there,  amidst  the 
comforts  enjoyed  with  such  evident  thankfulness,  is  an  ample  recompense 
to  those  by  whose  liberality  it  is  sustanied. 

The  spiritual  as  well  as  the  temporal  welfare  of  the  members  of  our 
household  is  specially  regarded.  As  one  family  they  bow  around  the 
domestic  altar  for  the  morning  and  evening  sacrifice.  They  enjoy  the 
privilege  of  class-meetings  within  the  building;  and  on  the  Sabbath  are 
provided  with  suitable  accommodations  for  hearing  the  word  of  Gon  in 
His  sanctuary.  There  are  those  among  them,  however,  who,  through 
affliction  and  the  infirmities  of  age,  are  unable  to  leave  the  building  for 
the  purpose  of  joining  with  the  great  congregation  in  public  worship. 
For  their  special  benefit,  and  for  the  Christian  edification  of  the  entire 
family,  the  Pastors  of  the  several  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches  in  this 
city  have,  by  resolution,  agreed  to  supply  us  with  a  sermon  or  lecture 
once  a  week. 
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According  to  the  report  of  the  committee  to  attend  the  sick,  the 
inmates  have  enjoyed  remarkable  health  during  the  year,  and  but  one 
has  been  taken  from  among  us  by  death — Sister  Loof  borrow,  ot  Norfolk- 
street  Church.  At  the  time  of  her  admission,  disease  was  so  deeply  seated 
as  to  terminate  her  existence  within  two  weeks  thereafter.  Prompt  and 
efficient  medical  aid  has,  in  all  cases,  been  rendered  to  those  requiring  it. 
The  acknowledgments  of  the  Society  are  due  to  those  physicians  who 
have  so  kindly  tendered  their  services;  and  to  Dr.  Elliott,  who  has  acted 
as  general  physician,  our  sincere  thanks  are  especially  demanded. 

Serious  inconvenience  has  been  felt  from  the  limited  accommodations 
at  our  disposal.  Our  house  has  been  full,  and  of  course  new  applicants 
for  admission  could  not  be  received  for  want  of  room.  After  much  and 
prayerful  deliberation,  with  the  approval  of  our  Advisory  Committee,  it 
has  been  determined  to  erect  a  building  more  commodious,  and  better 
adapted  to  our  wants  than  the  one  we  now  occupy,  and  for  which  we  pay  an 
annual  rent.  For  this  purpose,  suitable  lots  on  61st-st.  near  Broadway, 
have  been  purchased.  In  the  confident  expectation  of  God's  blessing  upon 
the  undertaking,  and  of  the  continued  and  increasing  liberality  of  those 
whom  He  has  made  his  stewards,  we  hope  soon  to  announce  the  completion 
of  an  edifice  that  shall  be,  in  every  respect,  suited  to  our  wants,  and  at  the 
same  time  an  honor  to  Methodism  and  to  our  common  Chistianity.  Who 
will  refuse  to  aid  in  this  enterprise  of  true  benevolence  ?  Who  will  pass 
by  on  the  other  side  ?  Surely  not  they  who  remember  the  words  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  how  He  said,  "  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive;" 
not  they  who  feel  their  indebtedness  for  every  blessing  to  Him  who  de- 
clares now,  and  who  will  repeat  the  declaration  when  He  shall  come  in 
His  glory,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

The  Board  cannot  close  this  Report  without  duly  acknowledging  the 
great  advantage  our  fund  has  realized  from  four  several  public  collections ; 
one  at  the  anniversary  meeting  held  in  the  Greene-street  Church,  another 
in  Allen-street  Church,  and  the  two  General  Love-feasts,  held  in  the  same 
Churches.

To  Incorporate  the  Ladies'  Union  Aid  Society,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
in  the  City  of  New- York.    Passed  June  19,  1851. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Mrs.  M.  W.  Mason,  Mrs.  E.  A.  Farr,  Mrs.  Henry  Moore,  Mrs.  Benjamin  F.  Howe, 
Mrs.  Wm.  Graham,  Mrs.  Wm.  B.  Thompson.  Mrs.  John  A.  Kennedy.  Mrs.  John  D.  Adams,  and 
Miss  Mary  E.  Bangs,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  now  associated,  or  may  hereafter  associate 
with  them,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "  The 
Ladies'  Union  Aid  Society,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  City  of  New-York.'1 

§  2.  The  object  of  said  Society  is  to  establish  in  the  City  of  New-York,  an  Institution  where 
may  be  provided,  for  the  aged  and  infirm  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Chu^h.  a 
comfortable  residence,  support,  employment,  medical  and  other  necessary  care,  with  those 
religious  and  Church  privileges  which  such  persons  have  been  accustomed  to  enjoy  as  members 
of  said  Church. 

§  3.  The  said  Corporation  may  purchase  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate,  and  may  take 
and  hold  real  estate  by  devise;  but  the  amount  of  real  estate  which  said  Company  may  at  any 
one  time  hold  shall  not  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars;  and  the  annual  income  of  its  personal 
estate  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars. 

§  4.  The  said  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  adopt  a  Constitution,  and  to  prescribe  Rules 
and  Regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  State,  for  the  government 
of  the  Society,  the  management  of  its  affairs,  the  election  of  its  officers,  and  the  safe  keeping  of 
its  property  and  funds;  and  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  so 
many  Managers  and  Directresses,  and  of  a  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  its  Constitution  or  By-Laws,  and  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  or  oftener,  at  such 
times,  by  such  persons,  and  in  such  manner,  as  said  Corporation,  in  and  by  its  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  shall  direct.  Such  managers  or  officers  may  be  females;  and  all  deeds  or  contracts  of 
the  Corporation  shall  be  signed,  and  the  Corporate  seal  affixed  and  verified  by  the  Directress, 
acting  as  President  of  the  Association,  and  by  the  Treasurer  and  Recording  Secretary. 

§  5.  The  said  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
general  restrictions  and  liabilities  contained  and  prescribed  in  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the 
first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

^  G.   This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  <;  Ladies'  Union  Aid  Society,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  City  of  New-York." 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  provide  for  the  aged  and  infirm  members  of  the  M.  E. 
Church  (whose  circumstances  require  such  aid)  a  comfortable  residence,  with  board,  clothing, 
employment,  skilful  medical  and  other  necessary  attendance,  and  their  accustomed  means  of 
Grace.  And  for  these  purposes  to  raise  funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  suitable  Institution,  and 
provide  means  for  its  support,  and  thus  promote  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  these  our 
brethren  and  sisters  in  the  Lord. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  payment  of  three  dollars  or  more,  annually,  shall  constitute  a  Member;  or  thirty  dollars, 
at  one  time,  a  Life  Member;  or  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  at  one  time,  shall  constitute  a 
Benefactor;  or  the  contribution  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  a  Patron  for  Life. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Society  ball  meet  annually,  during  the  first  week  in  November,  and  specially  on  the 
call  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  public  notice  in 
the  several  M.  E^.  Churches  in  the  city.  Thirty  female  members  of  the  Society  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  businoss  of  the  Society  shall  be  transacted  by  a  Board  of  seventy  female  Managers, 
elected  from  the  various  M.  E.  Churches  in  the  city  of  New-York,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  within  a  week  after  their  election,  and  from  their  own 
body  choose,  by  ballot,  six  Directresses,  a  Treasurer,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding 
Secretary,  and  a  House  Register;  who,  together,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Direction.  They 
shall  serve  in  office  for  one  year,  and  be  eligible  to  re-election. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  make  By-Laws,  appoint  Committees,  and  fill  all 
vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  body  during  the  year.  Fifteen  members  of  the  Board  shall 
be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  quarterly,  on  the  first  Friday  of  October.  January,  April, 
and  July,  at  such  place  as  they  may  determine. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Board  of  Direction  shall  meet  monthly,  at  such  place  and  time  as  ihey  may  determine  ; 
six  shall  be  a  quorum.  They  shall  have  power  to  receive  duos,  make  payments,  decide  upon 
applications  for  aid,  and  transact  such  other  business  as  may  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Board 
of  Managers;  and  render  a  written  report  thereof  to  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Board  of 
Direction;  in  case  of  her  absence,  the  one  next  in  numerical  order  shall  preside  in  her  stead;  and 
in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Directresses,  a  Directress  pro  tern,  shall  be  chosen. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  of  the  Incorporation,  deposit  the  same  in  such  banks, 
or  invest  it  in  United  States  Stock,  or  Stocks  of  the  State  or  City  of  New-York,  in  the  name  of 
the  Society,  as  the  Committee  of  Finance  may  direct;  reserving  in  her  hands,  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  quarter,  such  sum  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Direction. 

Payments  shall  be  made  by  the  Treasurer,  on  drafts  signed  by  the  Acting  Directress  and  the 
Recording  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
of  the  Board  of  Direction.  She  shall  record  the  names  of  subscribers  and  donors,  receive  all 
dues,  and  pay  them  over  to  the  Treasurer,  and  take  receipts  for  the  same. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  notify  meet- 
ings, and  present  the  Annual  Report. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  House  Register  shall  keep  the  Register  of  Inmates  at  the  Institution,  take  account  of  the 
articles  received  at  the  house,  distinguishing  purchases  from  donations,  and  render  the  weekly 
reports  from  the  Visiting  Committee  to  the  Board  of  Direction. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  of  whom  the  First  Directress,  the 
Recording  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall,  ex  officio,  be  a  part— the  other  members  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  supervise  and  direct  all  invest- 
ments and  deposits  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

All  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  of  either  Board,  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Applicants  who  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Pastor  and  Stewards  of  the  Church  to  which 
they  are  attached,  or  shall  give  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  good  standing  as  members  of 
the  M.  E.  Church,  and  who  shall  have  been  members  of  the  Chursh  for  three  years  in  the  City  of 
New-York,  may  be  admitted  to  the  benelits  of  the  Institution,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Direction,  and  in  conformity  with  the  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  an 
annual  meeting,  or  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  by  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present.
